With Mukden. 


ASKS WHERE HE GOT DATA 


Soviet Foreign Head Regrets Lack 
of Envoy Here—Press Assails 
American Move.

MOSCOW, Dec. 4.—Somewhat un-| 
expectedly as a Bolshevist orator, |

to Secretary Stimson’s “‘bclated and 
uncalled-for intervention in the Man- | 
churian affair,” as the Soviet press | 
terms it. 
M. Litvinof, before the entire dip-| 
lomatic corps, members of the for- 
eign press and of the Cen‘-al Execu- 
tive Committee of the Communist | 
party, spoke two hours, covering the | 
whole range of Soviet foreign rela-| 
tions, but he devoted his principal | 
attention to the Far Eastern situa-| 
tion and to Anglo-Russian relations, 
both of which he discussed quite} 
freely, with an occasional flash of 
sarcasm which aroused laughter and | 

applause. : 


Sees Effort to Interfere. 


Without exactly charging the 
American Secretary with deliberate- 
ly waiting until the Moscow-Mukden 
negotiations were in progress before | 
taking a step which ‘‘a genuine de-| 
sire for peace might have prompted 
much earlier, even the first week af-| 
ter the Chinese broke the letter and | 
spirit of the Kellogg pact by violent | 
and unauthorized seizure of the Chi- 
nese Eastern Railway and arbitrary 
measures against Soviet citizens,’’ 
M. Litvinof followed the line of the 
Izvestiya editorial of this morning in 
suggesting a desire on the part of 
certain Western powers to interfere 
in a crisis which “it is now hoped 
is on a fair road to settlement.’’ 

After recapitulating the whole prog- 
ress of the dispute between the So- 
viet and China, he said it ill became 
foreigners who had oppressed China 
in the past, whose armed forces still 
were encamped on Chinese soil and} 
whose gunboats were anchored in 
Chinese ports to cast stones at the 
Soviet, which had abandoned its ex- 
traterritorial rights and even now 
did not occupy a foot of Chinese ter- 
ritory, despite extreme provocation. 
Perhaps Mr. Stimson, M. Litvinof 
said, did not know that. 

But, unfortunately, he continued, 
there was no Soviet envoy at Wash- 
ington to inform him. But why 
judge by Nanking’s version alone? 
M. Litvinof asked. Had Mr. Stim- 
son consulted Mukden before he sent 
his intervention note or did he get 
his information about Manchuria | 
from the American railroad adviser | 
(J. J. Mantell), whose sovietophobia 
was notorious? 

In his comment about France and | 
England, particularly in a sarcastic 
reference to alleged British fear of 
Soviet propaganda, M. _  Litvinof 
struck the same aggressive note, but 
on the whole his speech was less 
novel and sensational than was ex- 
pected by the diplomatic corps. He 
concluded with a patriotic reference 
to ‘our Far Eastern troops, who are 
the answer of the Red Army to for- 
eign aggression.’’ This was greeted 
by thunderous applause. 


Soviet Press Backs Litvinof. 


Comment in the Soviet press on 
the Far Eastern situation follows 
closely the line of M. Litvinof’s re- 
plies to the American, French and 


British communications. Izvestiya, 
however, emphasizes the point that 
the United States and France had 
personal reasons for their ‘‘uncalled 
for interference’’ to a greater degree 
than Britain, and adds it is signifi- 
cant that three out of five powers 
approached by Secretary Stimson 
had declined to participate. 

Soviet opinion generally appears 
convinced that the American, 
French and British notes were in- 
spired by a desire to hamper direct 
negotiations between the Soviet and 
Mukden. In contrast with the recent 
apathy of the public regarding the 

anchurian affair ‘‘the man in the 
street’’ today shows keen interest in 
the Foreign Commissariat’s three 
communiqués, which were featured 
on the front pages of all newspapers. 

“That will teach Americans not to 
meddle,’’ said a burly workman in a 
street car. Russians always talk in 
street cars, which become a sort of 
ambulant debating society in mo- 
ments of national excitement. ‘“‘If 
they are so crazy about peace as 
they pretend to be, how come they 
do nothing till the very moment they 
see we are fixing things up with this 
Changland guy.” 

His speech was greeted with a 
murmur of approval, but an old 
woman of peasant appearance inter- 
vened. 

‘“‘Americans are good people,’’ she 
said. ‘‘We would have died without 
them in Samara Province in the 
hunger year, and my son knows it, 
He is a commander in the Red Army 
now, but he says he would never 
fight Americans.”’ 

There was a ripple of interest along 
the car benches. A debate had be- 
gun, and the Russians adore debates. 
‘The workman wrinkled his nose dis- 
Gainfully. ‘Fill a peasant’s belly 
and God and the devil may kill each 
other,’’ he said. Then added hastily: 
“The Americans hate us. They 
won't recognize our Union. They 
sent soldiers to fight us before, but 
Lenin threw them out.’’ 


Says Those Were Old Days. 
The old woman called up reinforce- 
ments. ‘‘Those were the old days,’’ 
she said. “‘But now it’s different. 


My daughter works in the ain 
trust and she says Americans have 
recognized us and send thousands 
and thousands of tractors and hun- 
dreds and hundreds of ‘spetz’ (tech- 
nicians) and machines and money, 
Do you think Americans are fools?” 
she continued witheringly.

been ordered to participate in the 
anti-rebel campaign. 

It is reported that an entire army 
parently by prearrangement, revolted 
Monday night and disarmed the gar- 
rison at Pukow, which is two miles 
from Nanking across the river. 

The mutineers guarded the tele- 
phone and telegraph communications 
with Nanking to prevent the news 
being flashed across the river, and 
systematically looted Pukow all 
night, raiding all shops and govern- 
ment offices, including the Finance 
Ministry branch, forcing the safes 
and stealing valuables and _ thou- 
sands. of dollars in cash. 

They then proceeded to the rail- 
way, where they looted the premises, 
including a trainload of comforts 
collected by Mrs. Chiang Kai-shek at 
Shanghai for the troops on_ the 
Honan front, and fired the railway 
shed. The fire, which at first 
threatened the entire premises, was 
extinguished by the railway staff. 

The mutineers also seized all rolling 
stock, including ten new locomotives 
recently delivered by a foreign firm, 
and went north, compelling the 
drivers to operate them. As they 
proceeded north they seized other 
rolling stock, including two armored 
cars, preventing the possibility of 
immediate pursuit. 

Presently the mutineers concen- 
trated at Chuchow, forty miles from 
Pukow, where they are likely to be 
joined by other Anhwei troops, and 
as General Shi Hyu-san, chairman 
of the Anhwei Government, and 
provincial leader, disappeared simul- 
taneously from his Nanking hotel, 
there are doubts as to whether it was 
really a mutiny. 

Nanking promptly dispatched the 
loyal Third Division to suppress the 
mutineers, but no clashes have been 
reported yet. 


Mukden Stiffens Attitude. 
Since the dispatch by the powers 
of notes reminding China and Rus- 
sia of their obligations under the Kel- 
logg pact in the Sino-Russian dis- 
pute—a step of which Mukden had 
foreknowledge — Mukden’s attitude 


has stiffened. 

Meanwhile Nanking maintains a 
discreet silence, striving energetical- 
ly to dispel the impression that 
Mukden undertook independent ne- 
gotiations. This aspect of the sit- 
uation explains the State Depart- 
ment’s assertion in reply to Russia’s 
criticism that it was not officially 
informed by China of any negotia- 
tions, the reason apparently being 
that while the note was addressed 
to Nanking as the Government, 
Mukden independently initiated ne- 
gotiations without referring to Nan- 
king, which maintains only a shad- 
owy influence in Manchuria. 


MUKDEN FINDS TERMS 
OF REDS UNACCEPTABLE 


Tentative Agreement in Rail Dis- 
pute Repudiated by Chang’s 
Headquarters.

Note as Salutary.

LONDON, Dec. 4.—The first at- 
tempt to use the Kellogg pact to pre- 
vent war has aroused the keenest 
interest in all chancellories of Eu- 
rope, and attention is keen despite 
the lack of enthusiasm in some quar- 
ters. 

Although Moscow’s reply express- 
ing surprise at certain powers inter- 
vening in an affair which was none 
of their business, and expressing sur- 


prise that Washington dares to give 
advice to a government it does not 
recognize, might be characterized 
from one point of view as discourag- 
ing, as well as impolite, yet the fact 
remains that the Soviets have been 
reminded of their obligations under 
the anti-war pact, and it is now 
equally sure that they cannot easily 
forget them. 

But the most interesting lesson 
drawn from this first experience is 
the devolpment that in applying the 
Kellogg pact the signatories may fnd 
themselves up against the same diffi- 
culty as members of the League of 
Nations in applying Article XVI of 
the Covenant calling for sanctions. 
And it may be added that America 
has not failed repeatedly to call at- 
tention to those League difficuties. 

The main trouble that the League 
would face would be in obtaining a 
unanimity of the members of the 
Council excluding those directly con- 
cerned in the dispute. That has al- 
ways loomed up as a great trouble, 
but now the same trouble arises un- 
der the Kellogg pact. 

While England, France and Italy 
heeded the Washington tocsin call 
to action, Japan and Germany would 
not heed. For they declined the 
honor of calling Russia and China to 
attention. Tokio feared that the 
moment was not ripe for such ac- 
tion, especially since direct negotia- 
tions were under way, and Berlin 
could not see its way clear to inter- 
vene in view of Germany’s special 
position as a protector of Russian 
interests in China and Chinese in- 
terests in Russia. 

Yet Moscow’s attention and Nank- 
ing’s attention was called to the 
Kellogg pact. And so the question 
legitimately arises as to whether the 
anti-war pact may not in effect pre- 
sent greater elasticity than the 
League covenant. 

Under the covenant nothing can 
be done without unanimity, whereas 
under the Kellogg pact without 
unanimity something was done.

George delivered a slashing attack 
in the House of Commons today 
against the existence of vast arma- 
ments in Europe and America and | 
suggested naval limitation was futile 
unless accompanied by a reduction 
of war materials and the trained re- 
gerves maintained since the war. 

With flashes of his old fire, et 
Lloyd George charged that Allied | 
nations had trampled on the solemn } 
obligations of the League covenant | 
and the Treaty of Versailles—espe- | 
cially on the disarmament pledge 
which accompaned the disarmament 
of Germany in 1919. The League of 
Nations, he declared, was an oratori- | 
cal forum ‘‘quite in danger of being 
run by flap-doodlers’’ and its dis- 
armament commission was ‘‘the 
greatest farce.’’ Then, using the 
words of President Hoover for a text, 
Mr. Lioyd George asserted ‘‘the | 
chariot of peace. cannot advance | 
along a road cluttered with cannon.” 

Scores Trained Reserves. 

So impressed was the House with| 
Mr. Lloyd George’s speech that it ap-| 
proved a resolution calling for an} 
eventual treaty which would reduce | 
naval, military and air armaments, | 
including war material and person-| 
nel, and also providing for the co-| 
ordination of the British defense} 
forces. . : E 

Mr. Lloyd George was bitter in his | 
criticism of the League of Natiouns, | 
whose covenant he signed and whose 
earliest meetings he attended. — |

Hovuver, has had the courage to point | 
out that there may be another war} 
in this generation, and he drew par-| 
ticular attention to the important 

uesion of reserves,’’ Mr. Lloyd 

eorge said. : 

‘‘Every time I and my friends have 
tried to point out the facts concern- 
ing the world’s reserves of trained 
men, statistics, carefully cooled in 
the League of Nations, are hurled 
at our heads simply giving the peace 
establishments, which mean nothing 
and which are covered up by verbiage 
which obscures all the vital facts 
about reserves and the great mass 
of equipment behind them.”’ 

Using Britain as an example, Mr. 
Lioyd George said she had 127 heavy 

uns before the war and manufac-} 
ured 11,000. She had 3,000 machine | 
guns at the beginning of the war and 
manufactured 240,000 and she also 
manufactured 5,000,000 rifles, the 
majority of which were still in exis- 
tence. He quoted Mr. Hoover :n 
saying there were 10,000,000 more 
men trained to war than in 1914. 


Attacks League Commission. 


‘There is a commission sitting at 
Geneva,”’ continued Mr. Lloyd 
George, ‘‘but it has done absolutely 
nothing. Great mectings of the; 


League of Nations are held with elo- 
quent speeches in favor of peace, 
aisarmament and arbitration. We 
cannot settle this great question 
merely by perorations. I am not 
against perorations—in their proper 
place. Rhetoric is the gasoline, but 
we must also have the machine. At} 
Geneva it is all gasoline and no ma- 
chine. The result is it all goes up 
in the air and there is nothing but 
the perfume. When one passes 
through Geneva it fills the air and 
chokes one, but nothing is done. 

‘“‘Armaments and the cost of arma- 
ments are going up. The nations are 
showing they are not relying on ar- 
bitration or pacts. They are still in 
the same mood and are relying on 
force.”’

SOUCEK UP SIX MILES; 
FINDS 100-MILE WIND 


Prevailing Westerly Breeze Would 
Double Pilot’s Speed Eastward, 
Record Holder Says.

| WASHINGTON, Dec. 4.—Westerly 
| winds with velocities ranging from 
| 60 to 100 miles an hour, which would 
|almost double the speed of airplanes 
|flying at these heights eastward 
| across the continent, were encoun- 
tered above 30,000 feet today by 
| Lieutenant Apollo Soucek, American 
|altitude record holder, in a_ test 
| flight above Anacostia Naval Air 
| Station here. 

Lieutenant Soucek made the flight 
ito test the reconstructed Wasp mo- 
| tor in his Wright Apache fighting 
{plane and a new supply of oxygen, 
| which he will use in an attempt he 
| will make soon to break the world 
| altitude record of 41,795 feet held by 
| Willie Neunhofen, German flier. 

| Taking off without barographs or 
| cther equipment necessary for a rec- 
ord flight, Lieutenant Soucek soon 


soared to above 30,000 feet, the high- 
est altitude made during the flight 
being 34,000 feet. At these altitudes. 
Lieutenant Soucek was flying above 
@ level of haze which prevented him 
from keeping within sight of the air 
station. In attempting to maintain 
his position by keeping within sight 
of the rays of the sun as reflected 
from the surface of the Potomac 
River, Lieutenant Soucek was car- 
ried northward to a point over Bal- 
timore. 

In attempting to make the return 
flight to the capital he encountered 
the high westerly wind. 

“The wind was blowing at a rate 
which I estimated to be fully 100 
miles an hour,”’ Lieutenant Soucek 
said. ‘“‘Even with my plane turning 
up 150 miles an hour, I had diffi- 
culties bucking this wind back to 
the air station. I am certain these 
winds prevail at-velocities of as 
great as sixty miles an hour and 
that they attain even greater veloci- 
ties at some times. 

“Such winds would be of inéstima- 
ble value to aircraft flying across 
the continent eastward, if flying 
could be maintained at these levels. 
as they would almost double the 
speed of most commercial. planes, 


and thus reduce the flying time for 
such a trip to the same degree.”

On the day of the shooting, Alice 
said, she returned with the McHale 
children from a motion picture thea- 
tre and found McHale busy writing 
her a note. In it he instructed her 
to have his supper ready, lay out his 
clothes, draw the water for his bath 
and shine his shoes, as he was plan- 
ning to go out that evening. Mrs. 
McHale, she said, was not at home. 

McHale, Alice said, seized her and 
dragged her into a bedroom, but she 
managed to free herself and ran to 
the kitchen, where she found his 
service revolver. With intent to 
frighten McHale, she said, she placed 


ene cartridge in the pistol, returned | 


to the bedroom and pointing it in 
the direction of the patrolman, who 
was stretched out on the bed, pulled 
the trigger. Then, she said, she fled 
to the home of Mrs. Grace M. 
Mitchell, McHale’s sister-in-law, and 
told her what she had done.

F. H. Ecker Puts Cost of Program 
at $75,000,000 a Year-— Sees 
Rapid Progress by Employers. 


Assemblyman Frank X. Bernhardt 
of Buffalo, vice chairman of the New 
York State Commission on Old Age | 
Security, challenged the arguments | 
advanced by the insurance com- | 
panies in opposition to the proposed 
old age pension legislation at the 
close of testimony yesterday by Fred- 
erick H. Ecker, president of the Met- 
ropolitan Life Insurance Company. 
Mr. Ecker appeared before the com- 
mission at the Bar Association Build- 
ing. 

Mr. Ecker maintained first that the 
cost would be about $75,000,000 a 
year, as compared with the $12,500,- 
000 estimate of the New York State 
Charities Aid Association; secondly, 
that employers were rapidly making 
adequate provision for the old age of 
their employes, and thirdly, that | 
those who were not employes, whom | 
he called the ‘‘social group,’’ and | 
who would always be without support. 
on reaching old age, would be best | 
taken care of ‘‘as individual cases,’’ | 
as at present. | 


Denies Seeing Progress. 


On his second point, Mr. Ecker | 
cited figures on the growth of group | 
life insurance written by his com-| 
pany and discussed old-age annuity) 
systems to be undertaken jointly by 
employers and employes. “ 

“But you’ve been trying that for 
many years, haven't. you?’’ Mr.) 
Bernhardt asked. | 

‘With very substantial progress,’’ | 
Mr. Ecker replied. 

‘“‘Well,’’ said Mr. Bernhardt, ‘‘I’ve 
been watching the situation for 
twenty years myself, and I cannot 
see that there has been any progress | 
at all. What are you going to do 
with these people in the meantime?”’ 

Mr. Bernhardt held that. the! 
growth of group insurance bad only 
served to aggravate the problem of 
the aged workers by tending to make 
him even less able to compete with 
younger workers insurable at lower} 
rates. | 

“I’ve been all over the State,” he 
said, ‘and everywhere I hear the 
same thing: a man over 40 needn’t| 
apply.’’ Ries 

Mr. Ecker said he was not hostile 
to the proposed pension plan, but 
that he was basing his views on 
experience. 


Upholds Group Insurance. 


The position of the insurance com- 
panies was further elucidated by | 
James F. Little, vice president of the 
Prudential Life Insurance Company. 


Mr. Little declared that Mr. Ecker’s 
estimate of the annual cost to the ! 
State of the proposed plan was too | 
low, and that more than $75,000,000 | 
would be required. He also held chat | 
group life insurance was the best so- | 
lution to the problem of old age 
poverty. 

Mr. Little admitted that the pro- 
posed plan might prove to be neces- 
sary, but he urged that at all events 
nothing be done about the problem 
for the present. 

Homer Folks, secretary of the 
State Charities Aid Association, de- 
clared that the nossible developments | 
cf group insurance provided no rea- | 
son ‘‘under the cloak of which we 
should do nothing to alleviate the 
problem now.’ He said that any- | 
way group insurance could never 
solve the problem for rural and | 
village workers. 

‘The only way it can be done”’ he | 
said, ‘“‘is for the State to do it, and 
do it itself, out of State moneys.”’ 

Professor Henry Rogers Seager of | 
Columbia Universi explained that | 
the problem was largely the result | 
of the development of modern indus- | 
try, which placed a heavy premium | 
on youth, Questioned about group 
insurance, he said that such policies | 
should be carefully scrutinized to de- 
termine whether or not they placed 
an even greater disability on the) 
older worker. | 

Cornelius B. Cosgrove, superinten- | 
dent of the homes for dependents in 
New York City, described conditions 
in his institutions. He said that 
more than $17,000,000 would be re-| 
quired to bring them up to what they | 
should be.

The case of the ‘‘whisky chip ring,”’ 


which involves 187 persons in the 
eastern part of the United States and 
includes a Williamsburg firm known 
as Glickstein & Terner, came before 
Judge Byers when interlocking offi-| 
cers of the Schenley Products Com- 
pany of Schenley, Pa., and the Jo- 
seph S. Finch Company of Manhat- 
tan faced him. They were charged 
with conspiracy. . 

From Gabe J. Felsenthal of Louis- 
ville, Ky., vice president and director | 
of both companies, Judge Byers ac- 
cepted a plea of nolo contendere, in 
which Felsenthal admitted that the 
facts were as outlined by the gov- 
ernment in the indictment filed June 
18, but denied that the facts consti- 
tuted a crime. The cases against 
the other men, Lewis S. Rosenstiel, 
Theodore G. Wiehe, George W. Wal- 
lenstein and Alfred G. Limberg, were 
dismissed. 

The Schenley Products Company | 
owns the Joseph S. Finch Company 
and operates large bonded whisky 
warehouses at Schenley, Pa. Bar- 
rels from these warehouses were 
found in the Brooklyn plant of} 
Glickstein & Terner, and the men 
brought before Judge Byers were} 
charged with making these barrels 
available to bootleggers so the in- 
side of the barrels could be shaved | 
and steeped in alcohol to impart a} 
whisky flavor to synthetic liquor. 

Judge Byers accepted the nolo con- 
tendere piea on the statement of Dis- 
trict Attorney Howard W. «meli that 
it was authcrized by Assistant United 
States Attorney G. A. Youngquist, 
who succeeded Mrs. Mabel Walker} 
Willebrandt in charge of prohibition | 
prosecutions. Judge Byers, however, | 
insisted tat the letter giving this 
authorization be read into the court} 
record. 

When Felsenthal presented a cer- 
tified check for $5,000 to the clerik | 
of the court in payment of his fine, 
the clerk refused to accept it, andj 
marshals took Felsenthal to a bank, | 
where cash was obtained.

Age of 10—Health Institute

There should be no homework given 
to school children until they are 
‘pretty well through high school,’’ 
according to Dr. Jay B. Nash, direc- 
tor of health and physical education 
of the School of Education of New 
York University, who addressed the 
morning session of the Health Insti- 
tute of the New York State Federa- 
tion of Women’s Clubs and the Con- 
| gress of Parents and Teachers at the 
Federation’s Home Making Centre 
at Grand Central Palace yesterday. 

He said that he would rather have 
children take another year to go 
through school if that were necessi- 
tated by the absence of homework. 
He also predicted a general adult re- 
volt against too long school hours for 
children, referred to the desirability 
of time for creative activity and 
stressed the need for long hours of 
play, or ‘‘big muscle activity,’”’ as the 
pomnery foundation of a _ child’s 

ealth. 

‘‘Power, the ability to resist — 
{and sustain effort, is built in by big 
|musele activity for long hours over 
| long years, coming to a climax at the 
| age of ten years, when a child ought 
|to have about seven hours of play a 
| day,” he said. 
| “Tt is difficult to teach health 
\habits,” he said, ‘“‘because every 
{health habit devised by adults is a 
| sacrifice to a child, and as a matter 





| of fact most rules are made by adults 


| for others to follow. We must build

FATHER NOW IS GONE 


Lad Long Sought in Greece Re- 
turns Here Only to Find 
Parent Has Disappeared. 


Daniel Krali, 14-year-old Greek boy 
who was sent to Greece several 


years ago to be cared for by his, 


grandparents, arrived yesterday on 
the Greek liner Edison. But his fa- 
ther, who spent hundreds of dollars 
to locate him, was not at the pier 
to greet him. 

The story of Daniel’s life and that 
of the five brothers and sisters who 
have never been found is a tragic 
one. 

The boy is an American citizen, 
born in Milwaukee. The elder Krali 
was unable to care for his children

CLEVELAND, Dec. 4.—Unanimous | 
approval of a general strike of 45,000 
dressmakers in New York City was 
given today by delegates to the con- 
vention of the International Ladies | 
Garment Workers Union in session | 
here. The strike will be called soon 
after the expiration of existing agree- | 
ments on Dec. 31. 

Four New York locals requested 
approval of the strike. The request 
was signed by Vice Presidents David 
Dubinsky and Luigi Antonini, and 
Max Spielman and Joseph Breslau, 
managers of the locals representing 
most of the dressmakers in the New 
York area. 

Approval of the strike program 
was accompanied by an outburst of 
cheering provoked by addresses by 
Benjamin Schlesinger, president of 
the International, and Julius Hoch- 
man, chairman of the resolutions 


committee, who is also in charge of 
the organization campaign among 
the dressmakers in New York. 

The main objective sought by the 
union in the strike is to set up im- 
partial machinery for the regulation 
and “policing’’ of the dress trade 
similar to that in the cloak industry. 
The workers seek the cooperation | 
of all factors in the industry for the | 
elimination of the ‘“‘sweatshop’”’ and | 
the maintenance of working stand- | 
ards.

That Governor Roosevelt is likely 
to intervene in this new situation in 
the garment industry was evident | 
from a telegram received by the con- 
vention today from Lieut. Gov. Leh- | 
man, as Acting Governor. He re- 
plied to messages sent by the con- 
vention to Governor Roosevelt and 
to himself thanking them for their 
cooperation in reorganizing the | 
cloak industry. In his message Col- 
onel Lehman said: 

“‘On behalf of Governor Roosevelt, | 
who is out of the State, as well as | 
on my own behalf, I want to thank | 
the convention for the generous mes- | 
sages which we have received. | 

“T can assure you that Governor 
Roosevelt and I have had great sat- 
isfaction in. cooperating with all the 
factors in the cloak and suit indus- 
try in their constructive efforts to| 
improve conditions. We are grati- 
fied to know that so much progress 
has been made and we can assure 
you that our interest in the problems 
of your industry continues un- 
abated.’’ 

In addition to the main objective 
of the strike the union will also de- 
mand maintenance of the five-day, 
forty-hour week, wage increases and 
an improvement of general working 
conditions. 

The strike resolutions approved by 
the convention declared that the 
workers engaged in the dress trade 
are unable to provide a fair living 
for themselves and their families and 
that the drastic step of a strike must 
be taken to curb the spread of sweat- 
shops, ‘‘which have completely de- 
moralized the industry.’’ 

‘“‘No worker will be able to support 
himself and the employers them- 
selves will be thrown out of business 
unless the strike is called, the sweat- 
shop abolished and cutthroat compe- 
tition eliminated,’’ President Schles- | 
inger said. 

“There are hundreds of shops in- 
festing the industry in which the 
padrone system still prevails, the} 
system whereby two or three work- | 
ers, exploited by the manufacturer, | 
in turn exploit eight or ten work- | 
ers who are considered helpers. The | 
worst aspects of the sweatshop sys- 
tem of former days are retained, 
such as long hours, debased wage 
standards emd the human indignity 
to which the workers are subjected 
in these shops.’’ 

The whole industry must be ‘‘ven- 
tilated,’’ Mr. Schlesinger declared. 


Employers Will Cooperate. 











Reading from a report of the gen- 
eral executive board, Mr. Hochman 
said that to prevent a long-drawn- 
out strike after the expiration of the 


agreements Dec. 31, President | 
Schlesinger called a number of con-| 
ferences last month in New York 
with representatives of the employ- 
ers’ associations, at which the union 
succeeded in obtaining an agreement | 
in principle for their cooperation in| 
reorganizing the industry. 

The employers said they would co- 
operate with the union and with 
any State or public agency in the} 
readjustment of conditions in the 
industry, he continued, provided the 
union showed in the strike that it 
was really in control of a majority 
of the workers and was able to exert 
effective pressure on unorganized 
shops. 

The organized manufacturers are 
seeking to extend and strengthen 
their own organizations, Mr. Hoch- 
man said, and it is believed that at 
the psychological moment Governor 
Roosevelt will intervene with a 
proposal for the regulation and 
‘policing’’ of the industry similar 
to the one which brought the cloak 
strike to a satisfactory conclusion. 

The convention in a_ resolution 
called on President Hoover to take 
the initiative for the establishme..t 
of the five-day week for all govern- 
ment employes, and asserted that 
the general adoption of the five- 
day week would reduce unemploy- 
ment. The resolution was _ intro- 
duced by Delegate Leon Hattab, rep- 
resenting Local 66 of New York,

- BDISON GOING SOUTH 
FOR RUBBER TESTS 


Departs Today for Florida to. 
Speed Up Experiments on | 
American Plants. | 
DENIES SUCCESS IS NEAR) 


Report That Coldenrod Products | 
Can Be Made Commercially at 16 
Cents a Pound Termed False. 


Special to The New York Times. 
WEST ORANGE, N. J., Dec. 4.— 
Thomas A. Edison will leave his | 


home here tomorrow morning to con- 


tinue in Fort Myers, Fla., his experi- | 
ments in the production of rubber | 
from the common goldenrod and 
other plants. Mr. Edison is going 
south earlier in the season than ever | 
before, largely, it is said, because of 
eagerness to make progress in his 
search for a new source of rubber 
supply in the United States, to which 
he is devoting most of his attention. 

Of all the thousands of varieties of 
plants with which Mr. Edison has 
experimented as a possible additional 
svurce of rubber, goldenrod has been 
found most satisfactory and most 
likely to be suited for possible com- 
mercial production of rubber, accord- 
ing to his secretary, William H. 
Meadowcroft. 

In making this statement, Mr. 
Meadowcroft denied stories circu- 
lated through a news agency that he 
had announced for Mr. Edison that 
goldenrod yields the elements of rub- | 
ber in commercially profitable yuan- 
tities, and that from it artificial rub- 
ber could be produced commercially 
for 16 cents a pound. Mr. Edison has 
not yet made any estimates of possi- 
ble cost of production, or decided 
upon the commercial possibilities of | 
such production, Mr. Meadowcroft 
said. 

The only mention of cost, Mr. 
Meadowcroft added, was that Mr. 
Edison showed a sample of artificial 
rubber sent him from England, and 
said that the price of 75 cents a 
pound for this would not compare 
favorably with a selling price of 16 
cents for crude rubber, and that the 
product was therefore impractical at 
present. 


Seeks Emergency Supply. 


Mr. Edison has been working for 
some time on the rubber problem, 
seeking a plant that could be grown 
quickly and in great quantity in the 
United States, so that in an emer- 
gency the country would not be 
without a rubber supply. 

Mr. and Mrs. Edison will depart on 
the 10:15 train from Market Street 
Station in Newark for his for- 
ty-third annual trip to their Winter 
home in Florida. Frederick Ott, 
chief of the Edison experimental 
laboratories and ten laboratory as- 
sistants have preceded them. | 

Mr. Edison received today resolu- 
tions on Light’s Golden Jubilee, pre- | 
sented to him in his library by a 
delegation of five from the Northern | 
New Jersey Chapter, American Soci- 
ety of Safety Engineers, engineering 
section, National Safety Council. The 
group was headed by W. R. Smith, 
assistant chief engineer of the Pub- 
lic Service Products Company of 
Newark.

ALLEGES DILATORY TACTICS 


Companies Get Benefit of Every 


| 
| Technicality, He Testifies at 
Legislative Inquiry. 


E. F. Jeffe, an engineer whose 
firm represents 10,000 industrial 
users of electric current, spent an 
| hour and a half on the witness stand 
yesterday in a sharp attack on the 
Public Service Commission as a pro- 
tector of the public utility companies. 

Testifying at the resumption of 
the hearings in City Hall before the 
legislative commission on revision of 
the public service law, Mr. Jeffe 
declared that not the law but the 
| commission was at fault. He ac- 
cused it of unnecessary delays, un- 
due secrecy, an unwillingness to aid 
the consumers and a disposition to 
give the utilities the advantage of 
legal technicalities. 

The witness cited specific cases of 
| what he considered erroneous pro- 
erie or dilatory tactics on the part} 
of the regulatory board, but he ad-| 
jmitted that his own experience with 
| the commission was limited to two 


'or three cases a year. By their 
‘questions some of the members of 
the legislative commission indicated 
their doubt that he drew fair con- 
clusions from the facts presented. 


Says Technicalities Aid Utilities. 


“The benefit of every technicality 
|is given the utility companies by the 
;commission, and very little help, if 
jany, is given the average consumer 
j}or the consumer’s representative,’’ 
iMr. Jeffe said. ‘The preparation | 
; of the complaint, the submission of | 
the complaint and the presentation 
of the complaint entails so great an 
expense that no individual consumer 
can afford to test the right or wrong 
of the utility company’s action. 
Findings, investigations and deci- 
{sions of the company, of its counsels 
and of its engineers are so closely 
guarded and surrounded by such an 
air of secrecy that the average com- 
plainant feels that he is being placed 
'on trial whenever he submits a 
complaint. 

“It seems to be the attitude of the 
present Public Service Commission 
| to discourage complaints against the 
| utility companies and to place every 
| possible obstacle, technical, legal and 
otherwise, in the path of any com- 
plainant. Questions involved are 
| brushed aside and paramount issue 
is taken over forms of complaints, 
.forms of testimony and so forth. 
| ‘“‘The great need of the consumers 
| of this State at the present time is 
| & representative on the Public Ser-

out jurisdiction in a dispute between 
Kahn & Feldman, Inc., and the 
Brooklyn Edison Company, and then 
access was refused to the opinion 
of the commission’s counsel in the 
matter. At a cost of $7,500 the 
Morse Manufacturing Company, he 
said, filed a complaint, had a two- 
day hearing devoted almost entirely 
to its merits, and then found its case 
dismissed because it was not a do- 
mestic corporation, although it had 
asked at the beginning whether this 
fact would bar its complaint against 
a utility. 

In the case of the Conron Brothers 
Company against the United Electric 
Light and Power Company, he con- 
tinued. it took the commission from 
July 12, 1928, when formal complaint 
was filed, until April 8, 1929. long 
after an informal hearing had been 
held, to render a decision in favor 
of the consumer. 

The witness further condemned 
the commission for not giving access 
to the figures of its engineers after 
it had announced a negotiated reduc- 
tion in the coal surcharge of several 
metropolitan utilities against which 
complaints had been filed. The 
figures would have shown whether 
the reduction was sufficient, Mr. 
Jeffe said. 


Publishers Propose New Law. 


Parker McCollester, attorney for 
the Publishers’ Associations of New 
York City and State and for the 
Shippers’ Conference of Greater New 
York, proposed to the investigating 
commission a law which would em- 
power the Public Service Commission 
to investigate and decide upon com- 
plaints against railroads of unreason- 
able and discriminatory charges and 
to direct damage or refund payments. 
Newsprint mills within the State suf- 
fered unfair competition from out- 
side mills ‘because the Interstate 
Commerce Commission would take 
such action in the case of complaints 
against charges in interstate traffic, 
whereas rail traffic within the State 
was exempt, he said. 

A proposal for the uniform regula- 
tion of cross-country bus lines by the 
Public Service Commission was ad- 
vanced by William D. Cameron, at- 
torney for the Bus Associates Cor- 
poration. He urged that the com- 
mission be empowered to grant cer- 
tificates of convenience and necessity 
to bus lines and to govern the fran- 
chise terms although the municipali- 
ties would retain authority as to 
granting consent to bus operation on 
their streets. 

Percival R. Moses, engineer, advo- 
cated a new electricity rate structure 
to reduce the differential between 
retail and wholesale rates and thus 
eliminate the inducement of large 
building owners to submeter. A plea 
for uniform salary increases for em- 
ployes of the Public Service Com- 
mission was made by Ferdinand 
Enterline, assistant engineer of the 
commission. The hearing will be 
continued today. 


CATSKILL VOTES BONDS. 


Will Build Water System Called For 
by Health Commissioner.

CATSKILL, N. Y., Dec. 4.—Catskill 
taxpayers voted two to one at a spe- 
cial election yesterday, approving a 
bond issue of $575,000 to install a 
waterworks system with Potuck 
Creek as the source of supply.

Continuing he said that for the last | 
fiscal year which ended June 30, 1929, 
total ordinary receipts were $4,033.,- 
000,000, and expenditures chargeable 
against ordinary receipts were 33. 
$48,000,000, giving a surplus for the 
year of $185,600,000. 

“This surplus has oeen applied to 
retirement of the public debt,’’ he 
went on. ‘‘During the year the gross 
debt was reduced from $17,604,000,- 
090 to $16,931,000.000, or a total re- 
auction of $673,000,000. 

“T might add that the war debt, 
which reached a peak of $26,594,000,-

increases in the appropriations for 
these two departments for the fis- 
cal year 1931 as compared with ap- 
propriations for the fiscal year 
1930. I feel that the importance of 
the functions devolving upon these 
two departments in the conduct of 
our foreign affairs and in law en- 
forcement and the administration of 
our penal system are of vital con- 
cern to the nation and that both 
departments require more generous 
appropriations. The increase re- 
quested for the Department of 
State is more than $2,443,000, or 
about 16% per cent, and that for 
the Department of Justice is more 
than $4.079,000, or about 14% per 
cent. I am satisfied that these in- 
creases will reflect benefits to the 
nation greater than can be meas- 
ured in terms of the increased cost. 

Indians.—As wards of the nation. 
the government has an obligation 
to the Indians which concerns not 
alone their present but their future 
welfare. To raise the standard of 
their living. to adequately provide 
for their health and education, and 
to advance their opportunity for 
profitable employment are the con- 
cern of the government. In order 
that we may meet more fully our 
obligations to the Indians, I am 
asking for an increase of some- 
thing more than $3,100,000 over the 
appropriations for the current year, 
This increase is requested so that 
we may more adequately meet the 
need for educational and health 
work among the Indians and for 
their industrial assistance and ad- 
vancement. 

I do not feel, however, that we 
should wait until the next fiscal 
year to make a general improve- 
ment in our Indian affairs. Rather 
do I feel that we should commence 
this now. This will require addi- 
tional funds for the current fiscal 
year for which an estimate will be 
presented to the Congress. 

Forest Protection.—For the pro- 
tection of our forests I am asking 
for a substantial increase in appro- 
priations, amounting to more than 
$2,000,000. We have been spending 
in past years large amounts on the 
suppression of fires. In the last 
five years these expenditures have 
amounted to more than $8,900,000, 
and the best estimate is that 
$3,500.000 will be required this cur- 
rent fiscal year. We cannot hope 
to eliminate entirely the necessity 
for spending money in the suppres- 
sion of fires, but our efforts should 
be to minimize this necessity by 
more and more adequate protec- 
tion measures. This is essential, 
not merely to effect a saving in the 
cost of suppressing fires, but to 
prevent the incalculable loss which 
results from the destruction of our 
forests Such loss involves not only 
the timber jtself, but the protection 
which it affords against soil ero- 
sion and floods. 

As the custodian of the national 
forests, national parks and other 
public lands, the Federal Govern- 
ment is responsible for their pro- 
tection. The obligations of this 
stewardship cannot be. met within 
the limits of the present appropria- 
tion and it is for this reason that 
I am asking for an increase to 
commence a program of more ade- 
quate protection of our forests. 
The protection of our present hold- 
ings certainly outweighs in impor- 
tance the acquisition of further 
lands which would add to the areas 
requiring protection. For this rea- 
son I am not submitting in this 
budget an estimate for the full 
$3,000,000 authorized for 1931 for 
the acquisition of lands for the pvro- 
tection of watersheds. The amount 
requested for such acquisition is 
$2,000,000. 


BUILDINGS. 


The public-building program au- 
thorized by the Act of May 25, 1926, 
and enlarged by amendments to the 
original act, is now proceeding at 
a satisfactory rate of progress. At 
the outset, unavoidable delays were 
experienced because of difficuities 
encountered in acquiring sites, it 
being necessary in some cases to 
resort to condemnation proceedings 
in the courts. Many of these diffi- 
culties have been overcome and it 
is expected that the work will now 
proceed expeditiously, resulting in 
the completion of thirty-four new 
or enlarged buildings in the fiscal 
year 1930. and forty in the fiscal 
year 1931. 

The program calls for a total ex- 
penditure of approximately $300.- 
000,000 in addition to the proceeds 
of sale of abandoned property. In- 
dividual projects have already been 
authorized by the Congress at 
limits of cost in excess of $260,- 
000,000. There were brought for- 
ward inte the fiscal year 1930 ap- 

ropriation balances aggregating 
$41,481,099. This is increased by 
appropriations made at the last 
session of the Congress, amounting 
to $39,475,500, making the total 
amount available for expenditure 
$80,956,599. Of this amount the 
Treasury Department contemplates 
spending about $59,500,000 in the 
fiscal vear 1930. 

The budget for 1931 carries esti- 
mates for public buildings, includ- 
ing the purchase of additional land 
in Washington, amounting to $530,- 
000,000. Supplemental thereto, an 
estimate of about $5,000,000 will be 
submitted at a later date when the 
Treasury Department has con- 
cluded its survey of new projects 
which it is desirable to undertake 
at this time. The appropriation of 
these amounts will provide the 
Treasury with ample funds to con- 
tinue the work during the fiscal 
year 1931. 

The War Department is also car- 
rying forward a building program, 
involving an ultimate expenditure 
of about $118,000,000, for the hous- 
ing of military personnel, made 
necessary by the need for the re- 
placement of World War temporary 
construction and to provide for the 
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increase in the pre-war strength of 
the regular army. There has al- 
ready been appropriated for this 
purpose $37,193,899, and $16,062,860 
is carried in the estimates for 1931, 
with authority to make contracts 
for $3,000,000 addditional. The es- 
timates for 1931 also carry $3,311,- 
000 for technical buildings for the 
air services of the army and navy, 
and 33,176,000 for other buildings 
for various purposes for the army, 
navy and Panama Canal. 

For completing the $15,000,000 
program for additional hospital fa- 
cilities for the Veterans’ Bureau 
$2,000,000 is provided for liquidating 
contracts previously authorized by 
the Congress. 

New building construction for the 
Indian Service has been allowed for 
a total of 32.303,000, including res- 
ervation and non-reservation 
schools, hospitals and administra- 
tion buildings.

€00. and $450,000 is included for 
continuing the construction of the 
industrial reformatory at Chille- 
cothe. 

In furtherance of the $10,000,000 
program for houses and offices for 
our foreign representatives, $1,700,- 
000 is included in these estimates. 
The annual appropriations under 
this program are limited to $2,000,- 
000, but the lesser amount has been 
included in the budget because of 
the fact that the amount of the cur- 
rent estimate, added to unex- 
pended balances from prior appro- 
priations, will be sufficient to carry 
on the program during the fiscal 
year 1931. 

Altogether this budget carries es- 
timates of more than $59,240,000 for 
the construction of buildings, in- 
cluding the procurement of sites, 
with a contract authorization for a 
further expenditure of $3,000,000. 
To the sum of these two amounts 
there should be added the addition- 
al £5,000,000 for the public-building 
program for which, as stated, an 
estimate will be submitted later in 
the year. 


NATIONAL DEFENSE. 


The estimates for direct appro- 
priations for the War and Navy De 
partments for 1931 provide a total 
of $719,089,000 for national defense. 
This is exclusive of all items of a 
non-military character. 

In addition to the normal main- 
tenance and operation requirements 
of these two departments, provision 
is made for carrying forward the 
Air Service programs of the two 
services, the housing program of 
the army and the requirements of 
the navy with regard to the mod- 
ernization of old battleships and 
the construction of new ships au- 
thorized by the act of Feb. 13, 1929, 
as well as the light cruisers and 
sttbmarines authorized by prior law. 

With regard to the fifteen new 
cruisers authorized by the act of 
last February, provision is made 
for continuing work on the two 
cruisers already laid down and on 
the aircraft carrier and three cruis- 
ers to be laid down late in the fiscal 
year 1930 and for the commence- 
ment of the construction of the sec- 
ond and third blocks of five cruisers 
each in the fiscal year 1931. 


AIR SERVICE. 


Under the Air Service programs 
for the army and navy. Iam asking 
for a total of $33,000,000 for the pro- 
curement of airplanes, their en- 
gines, spare parts and accessories 
In addition to this, I am asking for 
the same puposes for the Coast 
Guard, Depariment of Commerce. 
and the National Advisory Commit- 
tee for Aeronautics a total of 
$460,000. 

With regard to the army, provi- 
sion is made for the procurement 
of the 443 airplanes pertaining 
to the fourth increment of the 
five-year program authorized by the 
Congress. This program calls for 
1,515 planes to be on hand and on 
order on June 30, 1931, and it is 
believed that this goal will be 
reached or closely approached by 
the funds already appropriated and 
the amounts estimated in this bud- 
get. The present shortage in the 
program is about forty planes per- 
taining to prior increments. No 
amount has been specifically includ- 
ed inthe 1931 estimates to make up 
this shortage, in view of the pos- 
sibility of its reduction or complete 
elimination before the final incre- 
ment is reached. 

Concerning the Navy Air Ser- 
vice, the last, or fifth, increment 
of the five-year program author- 
ized by the Congress will be reached 
in 1931. This program contemplates 
about 1,000 planes and two lighter 
than-air ships to be on hand and 
on order at the close of that fiscal 
year. To accomplish this, provision 
is made for the procurement of 269 
airplanes, including their equip- 
ment and for continuing the work 
on the two lighter-than-air ships 
now under contract. 

In addition to the amounts which 
we are spending for the acquisition 
of aircraft, we are also spending 
large sums for lighting and equip- 
ping airways, the inspection and 
licensing of commercial planes and 
pilots and furnishing weather re- 
ports necessary to the carrying on 
of aerial navigation. For these 
purposes there is included in the 
estimates of the Department of 
Commerce $8,925,830 and in those 
for the Weather Bureau of the De- 


partment of Agriculture $1,400,000. | 


It is estimated that by the end of 
the fiscal year 1931 there will be 
about 18,400 miles of airways light- 
ed and equipped. 


THE FRENCH DEBT. 


In the message transmitting the 
1930 budget to the Congress, the 
French debt was discussed. A por- 
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tion of the indebtedness of France, 
representing surplus war materials 
purchased on credit, was due to 
mature during the fiscal year 1930, 
unless the agreement of April 29 
1928, providing for the fuading of 
the entire indebtedness of France 
to the United States. should be rati- 
fied by both France and the United 
States, in which case this indebted- 
ness would be merged in the gen- 
eral indebtedness of that govern- 
ment to the United States. 

In the Spring of this year, it 
seemed clear to the treasury that 
the government of France would 
ratify the French debt agreement 
prior to Aug. 1, 1929, the maturity 
date of $400,000,009 face amount of 
these obligations mentioned in last 
year’s budget message. The Con- 
gress of the United States was con- 
sidering the question of recessing 
for two or three months and the 
treasury was faced with the situa- 
tion that the debt agreement would 
be ratified by France, that cer- 
tain obligations of that government 
would mature on Aug. 1, that the 
Congress would not be in session, 
and that there was no authority 
on the part of the executive 
branch of the government ¢’(:e1 
than to submit the obligations on 
their maturity date for payment. 

The matter was submitted to the 
Congress with a recommendation 
that, in the event the funding 
agreement was ratified by France, 
in accordance with its terms, prior 
to Aug. 1, 1929, the Secretary of 
the Treasury, with the approval 


of the President, be authorized to. 


enter into an agreement with 
France providing for the postpone- 
ment of the date of the maturity 
of the obligations in the principal 
amount of $400,000,000 from Aug. 
1, 1929. to such time as the Con- 
gress should approve or disapprove 
the funding agreement, but in no 
event beyond May 1, 1930, pro- 
vided, however, that France should 
agree to pay interest on such obli- 
gations, the interest so paid to be 
credited against the annuities first 
due under the funding agreement. 
After consideration, House joint 
resolution 80, embodying these pro- 
visions, was passed by both Houses 
of Congress, but failed to receive 
the formal approval of the Speak- 
er of the House and the President 
of the Senate before adjournment, 
consequently failing to be enacted 
into law by Aug. 1, 1929. 

The French government ratified 
the funding agreement under date 
of July 27, 1929. Relying upon 
the expression of the sentiment of 
the Congress on the matter, as 
contained in the joint resolution, 
the Secretary of the Treasury, 
with the approval of the President, 
in an exchange of correspondence 
agreed with France to extend the 
maturity date of the obligation in 
question upon the terms and con- 
ditions set out in the resolution. 
The House joint resolution was 
subsequently enacted into law, be- 
ing approved by the President on 
Oct. 17. 1929. 

The question, therefore, of the 
maturity of these obligations is 
temporarily disposed of. The 
French debt agreement will be sub- 
mitted to the Congress in the carly 
part of December. If it receives 
the approval of the Congress, all 
of the obligations of France repre- 
senting the purchase of surp 
war material on credit will be 
merged, under that agreement. in 
the general debt of France to the 
tinited States. The payments 
thereafter made will conform to 
the annuities specified in that 
agreement.

These figures include net ex- 
penditures from the revolving loan 
fund of the Federal Farm Board 
to the amount of $200,000,000 in 
1931, as compared with an esti- 
mated net expenditure of $75,000,- 
000 for the same purpose in the 
current fiscal year 1930. Elimi-

TAX REDUCTION. 
With an estimated 
$225.000,000 this

that some measure of reduction in 
taxes is justified.

CONCLUSION. 


Our finances are in sound condi- 
tion. The public debt, which at its 
peak in August, 1919, amounted to 
$26,596,000,000, stood at $16,931,- 
000,000 on June 30, 1929. We are 
wisely committed to a policy which 
insures the further progressive re- 
duction of the debt. We will reach 
in 1931 for the first time the period 
when the annual reduction required 
by law in the principal of the debt 
will be greater than the annual 
interest charges on the debt. We 
are also committed to the annual 
amortization of our other long 
term commitments, such as the 
adjusted service certificate of the 
veterans of the World War and 
our liability under the retirement 
laws affecting civilian personnel. 

Our estimated expenditures for 
this and the next year are well 
within our expected receipis. With 
the recommended reduction in 
taxes the margin between the two 
will be considerably lessened, but 
to what extent we do not definitely 
know today. This situation em- 
phasizes the necessity for a care- 
ful scrutiny of any proposed ad- 
ditional activities which would in-

Auto Production Sets Record. 


The favorable business conditions, 
reflected in production of both man- 
ufactures and-minerals, Secretar 
Mellon observed, were shown in vol- 
umes of production that were ‘‘high- 
er at the beginning of the fiscal year 
than at any time during the preced- 
ing year, and each succeeding month 
showed substantial gains over the 
corresponding month a year earlier.’’ 

“The usual seasonal decline ex- 
pected during the late Fall and early 
Winter months was not realized," 


he reported. ‘'The total increase dur- | 


ing the year was somewhat over 10 
per cent. This increase more than 


offset a decline of 3 per cent be-| 


tween 1927 and 1928, but the net in- 
crease of 7 per cent over the two- 
year period represented an average 
annual increase which approximated 
the customary long-time rate of 
growth.”’ 

Automobile production during the 
last fiscal year set a new high rec- 
ord with an increase of approximate- 
ly 53 per cent, ascribed partly to a 
resumption of work at the Ford fac- 
tories after a period of idleness. 
This was reflected in the demand 
for steel, which increased 22 per 
cent, although ‘‘the demand for steel 
in other lines did not parallel that 
for automobiles.”’ 

Freight car loadings were found to 
have increased 4.3 per cent, despite 
@ reduction in carriage of live stock 
and forest products. 

The gain in _ business 
which was pronounced general, with 
a few exceptions, was ‘‘accomplished 
partly through increased labor effi- 
ciency and the use of more machin- 
ery. During the fiscal year, how- 
ever, there was a 2.6 per cent in- 
crease in factory employment and a 
5.7 per cent increase 1n payrolls, in 
contrast to the downward trend no- 
ticeable in earlier years.’’ 

Commodity prices showed no im- 
portant change, while ‘distribution 
of goods to consumers by chain 
stores, department stores and mail 
order houses showed a continuation 
of the trends of recent years.” 

Two notable features of the year 
included a rise in credit rates to the 
highest point in more than seven 
years and an increase in gold hold- 
ings of $200,000,000. 

pen market rates for time loans 
rose about 2% per cent, bankers’ 
acceptances increased about 1% per 
cent and rates on commercial paper 
went up 1% per cent. Ample credit 
was available, but there was a 
“marked falling off’’ in bond issues, 
particularly of the foreign, corporate 
and government kind. 

Considering business profits in cal- 
endar years, rather than fiscal, the 
report stated that “the data on hand 
indicate that the net income of cor- 
porations to be reported for tax pur- 
poses will have increased about 11 
per cent over 1927.” Based on fig- 
ures from the Department of ‘Agri 
culture, it was shown that ‘‘the gross 
income of agriculture increased dur- 
ing the f

A section of the report in which 
financial conditions were summarized 
read as follows: 

“The outstanding financial events 
of the fiscal year affecting either 
Federal revenues or expenditures 
were the continuance of an active

Stock Market Activity. 


“Stock market activity was charac- 
terized by rising prices, increased 
turnover or sales, and increased 
brokers’ loans. The number of shares 
of stock sold on the New York Stock 


Exchange alone increased from 720,-| 


000,000 during the fiscal year 1928 to 
1,042,000,000 in 1929, an increase of 
44.6 per cent. The total value of 
domestic capital stock issues in- 
creased from $2,343,000,000 to $5,259,-

The extraordinary increase of $230,- 
820,000 in the current income taxes 
for individuals is J ly responsible 
for the excess of receipts over expen- 
ditures.

While income taxes showed an in- 
crease, corporation tax receipts de- 
clined from $1,108,054,000 in 1928 to 
$1,075,348,000, coincident with a re- 
duction of the tax rate from 1345 to 
12 per cent. The taxes on cigarettes 
increased $40,200,000, and customs 
receipts grew noticeably, the latter 
representing “primarily @ revival 
from the business recession in 1927, 
affecting collections in the fiscal vear 
1928, and possibly anticipation of 
tariff revision.’’ 


Bull Market Raised Taxes. 
The bullish market was held re- 
sponsible for the rise in income taxes.

the Congress may pursue one of

manent revenue revision. It distri- 
butes the benefits as widely as pos- 
sible and while giving all income tax- 
payers some measure of relief favors 
those of moderate incomes. As 
pointed out in the 1927 Report of the 
Secretary of the Treasury, corpora- 
tions are, relatively speaking, over- 
| taxed, and whichever theory be 
fee ane as to the incidence of the 





corporation income tax, it can hard- 
ly be denied that the way to give the 
greatest Federal tax relief to the 
greatest numbers is through a reduc- 
tion of the corporation rate. 

“The number of individuals con- 
tributing directly to the support of 
the Federal Government through the 
Federal income tax has been strictly 
limited, and, of those contributing, 
the vast majority pay but an insig- 
nificant amount. and at a very low 
rate. Of 2,434,000 individuals return- 
ing taxable income, 2,059,000 re- 
turned but $32,861,000 of income tax, 
while 375,000 individuals returned a 
tax of $1,109,000,000. The average 
{rate of tax on the net incomes of 
| the 2,059,000 individuals was 0.42 per

E. G. Schmidt, Ex-West 
Point Football Star, Dies in 
Jump From Burning Plane. 


HIS PARACHUTE FAILED 


Three. Companions Land Safely, 
Suffering Minor Hurts in Ala- 
bama Accident.

GOODWATER, Ala., Dec. 4.—Lieu- 
tenant Ernest G. Schmidt, a former 
football star at West Point, was 
killed today in a fall of 500 feet from 
a burning army plane. Schmidt and 
three others leaped, but his para- 
chute failed to open. The others, 
Lieutenant J. M. Gillespie, the pilot, 
and Sergeants Brenner and Capps, 
who leaped after Lieutenant Schmidt 
when the plane burst into flames at 
an altitude of about 500 feet, were 
slightly hurt in landing. 


Lieutenant Schmidt’s parachute 
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Soot to open and he was instantly 
ed. 


The plane was being) piloted from 
Langey Field, Va., by easy stages 
to exico City, and left Augusta, 
Ga., yesterday morning. Maxwell 
Field, at Montgomery, was the next 
scheduled stop. 


Jump as Plane Blazes. 


The fliers, however, ,were about 
sixty miles south off of their course, 
when, according to Lieutenant Gilles- 
pie, the plane developed motor 
trouble over Goodwater. He circled 
the town several times seeking a 
place to land, he said. Then the 
engine caught fire, and he headed 
for the open country to land. 

As the flames spread, Lieutenant 
Gillespie told the others to jump, he 
said. Lieutenant Schmidt was the 
first to leave the ship, and Brenner 
and Capps followed. Lieutenant Gil- 
lespie said he quit the controls when 
he saw it was too late for a landing. 

Gillespie and Capps landed in a 
swamp and Brenner landed in a tree. 
Schmidt’s body was about 100 yards 
from the wreckage. 

Scores of residents of this little

THE TREASURY FORECASTS. 


That important part of the Treas- 
ury report which concerns itself with 
| the immediate future of government 

finances was prepared under unusual 
difficulties. A very few months ago a 
handsome surplus revenue appeared 
to be assured for the fiscal year 
ending next June and for the ensu- 
ing twelvemonth; but the financial 
crash has greatly obscured the out- 
look. Immediately following Octo- 
ber’s Wall Street panic the govern- 
ment virtually pledged a lowering of 
income taxes to the amount of $160,- 
000,000 for’the calendar year 1929. 
Afterward came the White House 
promise to speed up Federal plans 
for public works, with a view to 
averting unemployment. Nobody 
knew exactly to what extent this 
would affect’ the government’s 
expenditure. 

Secretary MELLON’S report, in its 
routine estimate of public revenue 
and expenditure for the fiscal years 
ending with June, 1930 and 1931, 
estimates a substantial increase for 
both periods over the fiscal year 
1929, in collections from the income 
tax and. in total revenue. It fore- 
casts larger expenditure, but never- 
theless finds an indicated surplus of 
$225,500,000 for the fiscal year 1930

ITALIAN SOVEREIGNS 
CALL ON POPE TODAY 


First Rulers of United Nation to 
Visit Pontiff Will Get Mag- 
nificent Reception. 


ROUTE IS KEPT A SECRET 


Trip Will Be Made In Closed Autos 
With Police Guard, Lacking 
Pageantry Till Arrival, 


ROME, Dec. 4 (#).—King Victor 
Emanuel, accompanied by Queen 
Helena and the royal court, will to- 
morrow make the first visit that a 
King of United Italy has ever made 
to a Pope. The visit is considered 
extremely significant because it gives 
a puttic sign of the King’s approval 
of the Lateran treaties, which settled 
the Roman question. 

Rome was filled tonight with 
visitors flocking to see the King 
drive to the Vatican, but they will 
be disappointed by the absence of 
the splendor and pageantry usually 
attending royal processions, The 
King and the Queen, as well as 
their court, will ride in closed auto- 
mobiles instead of using the car- 
riages of State flanked by cuirassiers 
of the royal body-guard and outriders. 
Only an escort of motorcycle police 
will accompany the royal party. 

For reasons of privacy and better 
protection, the route that the King 
will follow to Vatican territory has 
not been made public. He will leave 
the Quirinal Palace and drive incog- 
nito to the Castle Santangelo. From 
this point to the Vatican the streets 
wil! be lined with Italian troops. 

The royal procession will be con- 
sidered unofficial until it reaches 
Vatican territory, where the cere- 
mony will begin. Heralds and stu- 
dents of ceremony of the royal and 
papal courts have been busy for 
months working out the details of 
the meeting at the Vatican, and the 
reception will be magnificent. :

Mr. Russell, who was a prominent 
prohibition advocate and a leader in 
religious and boys’ club activities, 
complained during the forenoon of 
pain in the back of his head.

Mr. Russell was born in Nantucket, 
Mass., in July, 1871, and began his 
life insurance career with the Con- 
necticut Mutual Company as book- 
keeper and later as cashier.

Evolution is breeding a race which | 
eventually will be endowed with the | 
minds of supermen, Dr. Constantin | 
von Economo of the University, of | 
Vienna told a group of world-famous | 
psychiatrists yesterday at the clos- 
ing session of their two-day meeting | 
at the Psychiatric Unit of the Med- | 
ical Centre, 722: West 168th Street. || 

Not only is there a constant move- 
ment in the mental capacities al-| 
ready present, but entirely new or- 
gans of thought may be developed | 
in the future, for, he declared the 
limit of development has not yet 
been reached. Dr. von Economo has 
been studying the cellular architec- | 
ture of the brain since 1917 when he 
recognized and ,described lethargic 
encephalitis, or sleeping sickness. | 
Some of the fruits of his research 
were presented yesterday for the, 
first time. : 

Although Dr. von Economo did not 
apply his theory concretely, others | 
at the meeting declared. that his con- 
clusions hinted at an_ interesting | 
vista of possibilities. It would be | 
possible if his theory is sound, they | 
said, to envision an age in which | 
Einstein’s theory of relativity was as 
easily understood as Newton’s law of | 
gravity, an age in which men would | 
fly as easily as they now go motor-| 
ing, and an age in which a sixth 
sense would appear. | 


Isolated 107 Brain Areas. 


Dr. von Economo’s paper was en- | 
titled ‘‘Cyto ‘Architectony and Pro- 


gressive \ Cerebration,”’ ponderous | 


words which irean the structure of | 
the brain.and constant devclopment 
of the mifid ‘through successive gen- | 
erations. Although only twenty. dif- 
ferent areas of the brain had been 
described on a basis of structure up 
to 1913, Dr. von Economo said he 
had been able to isolate 107 up to 
the present. To some of these he has 
succeeded in ascribing definite roles 
in brain activity, but others he has 
been unable to classify according to 
function. 

The study of the brain of animals, 
he said, shows that in them there is | 
a lack of development in the areas | 
to which, in man, are ascribed the 
higher psychic functions and speech. 
Passing from the lower animals to 
man, it is noticeable that there is an 
increase not only in the mass of the 
brain but in the number of areas of 
different structure’ as well, he said. 
Through the study of skull casts of | 
prehistoric man, Dr. von. Economo 
said, an increase of the critical areas 
to which @re ascribed the higher | 

uman funétions, is noticeable. Thus, 

e said, it is possible to trace man’s 
intellectual.. development anatomic- 
ally. ‘s 
‘This spécies.of.vertebrate, which 
we call homosapiens,’’ he asserted, | 
“reveals not*only a corresponding in- 
crease in the mass of the brain, but | 
primarily an increasé in the fineness | 
of structure.,and differentiation of | 
new cerebral organs. This process of | 
increased mass in the brain in the 
upward trend°of one species, as well 
as its progressive differentiation of 
architectonically specific structures, 
is what I call progressive cerebra- | 
tion.” 


“General Law of Nature.” 


The development through the cen- | 
turies of various animal species, Dr. 
von Economo said, seems to. ‘‘repre- | 
@ent a general law of nature which 


states that there is a continuous and 
eneral increase in. the higher psychic 
unctions in the living- creatures of | 
this planet.”’ 
Whether this continued increase in | 
intelligence is a development trend, 
inherent in the germ plasm or wheth- 
ér it is a result of natural selection 
in the Struggle for existence is beside 
the point, the professor said. One | 
thing is certain, he declared, and | 
that is that the development does | 
take place, not only qualitatively in | 
the capacities already present, but | 
possibly also in the ‘‘development of | 
new cerebral organs in the cortex.” 
This possibility, he said, in turn |

Pr. Ernst Kretschmer, Professor of | 
Psychiatry and direetor of the Neu- 
rological Hospital and Clinie of the 
University of Warburg, Germany, 
read a paper on ‘‘The Breeding of 
the Mental Endowments of Genius.”’ 

Genius and great talent of any sort 
are bred in the possessor and not 
instilled in him by environment, he 
declared. Had Goethe’s mother and 
father not have been so temperamen- 
tally different, he said, the. poet 
might have been a passable rhyme- 
ster but never a genius. Similarly, 
Bismarck. was a great statesman be- 
cause he came of a long line of an- 
cestors who had devoted themselves | 
to statecraft. : 

Proof of the importance of hered- | 
ity, he declared, was provided in a | 
study undertaken récently among 
1,000 school children. It was demon- 
strated that the children’s school rec- | 
ords showed the same deviation from 
the normal that had been noticed in 
the records of their parents and 
grandparents, he said. 

Undoubtedly, he continued, the | 
mating: of two persons with marked | 
similar talent: in music, art or poli- | 
ties -will produce offspring endowed 
with the same talent.

CALLS PLANETS’ ORIGIN 
STILL A CHIEF MYSTERY 


Shapley Says Speeds of Rotation 
| Are Also Problem—Wonders 


| if Byrd Really Hit Pole. 


The Jersey | 


Professor Harlow Shapley, director 
|of the Harvard Observatory, con- 
| tinued his exposition of his classifi- 
| cation of all material systems in the 
known universe last night in the 
| third of his series of lectures at the 
|; Commerce Building of the College of 
the City of New York. He discussed 
| satellitic systems, planetary struc- 
| tures and double and multiple stars, 
| which are classes 0 to 3 in the scheme 
| of classification Dr. Shapley has de- 


} 


| vised to include everything from the 


|}atom to the space-time complex. 

| An attempt to explaint the forma- 
| tion of the sun’s family of satellites 
i'and planets brings forth one of the 
most baffling mysteries astronomers 
have to face, Dr. Shapley said. He 
| told how modern research had up- 
| set the old nebular hypothesis whicn 
served for so many years, had re- 
placed it with the planitesimal hy- 
pothesis, and in turn modified that 
with the tidal evolution hypothesis. 

“No theory of the origin of the 
planets is wholly satisfactory,’’ Dr. 
Shapley said, ‘‘though the tidal evo- 
{lution hypothesis accounts for the 
| major features of the system. To 

account for the observed rotation of 

the sun, Dr. Jeffreys of England 
|}has recently proposed the theory 
that the planets were formed not 
through the tidal disruption of the 
sun by the near approach of another 
| star, but by the actual glancing col- 
|lision of our sun with another star. 
| The shearing force of such a colli- 
sion could account for the rapid ro- 
tation.” 

Speeds of rotation and revolution 
| of the planets and the sun constitute 
| one of the most disturbing problems, 
| Dr. Shapley confessed. He cited the 
| various motions of the earth and the 
speeds and remarked: 

“Commander Byrd dropped a flag 
on the South Pole. Let us hope that 
he hit it. The Pole moves from day 
to day. It moves as much as fifty 
feet in a year.”’ 

Professor Shapley showed a dia- 
gram of the movements of the Pole. 

“Perhaps if Commander Byrd did 
not strike the exact spot with his 
flag,” he commented as he pointed 
to the diagram, ‘‘the Pole will find 
the flag.’’ 

The time will come, mfllions of 
years from now, Professor Shapley 
said, when the lunar month and the 
da) will correspond and the day will 
then be as long as forty-seven 
of our present days. In the begin- 
ning the lunar month and the day 
were only five hours long. When 
they come together again, through 
the retarding of the earth’s motion 
by tidal friction, he said, the moon 
will start to approach the earth 
throught the tidal effect of the sun. 
Then, if the sun does not lose its 
heat so that the oceans freeze, the 
moon will approach to the point 
where it is within two radii of the 
earth and it will be disrupted. The 
}earth will then have a ring system 
such as Saturn displays.

Instrument to Be Installed by 
Harvard in South Africa Will 
Be Third Largest in World. 


COST. TO BE ~ $225,000 


| Lens, Made in Pittsburgh, to 
j; Add Hundreds of Light-Years 


to Human Vision. 


'3 YEARS IN THE MAKING 


| Huge Glass Will Be Used to Study 
“Clouds of Magellan”. and 
Remote Star Galaxies, 


A sixty-inch reflecting telescope 

designed to add hundreds of light 
years to the range of human vision 
will receive its final tests at Pitts- 
burgh, starting today, It is the new 
instrument of the Harvard Observa- 
tory to be installed at the South 
African station of Harvard Kopje 
| near Bloemfontein, and has just 
| been finished by J. Walter Fecker, 
|after three years of painstaking 
bs ork. It will cost approximately 
i $225,000 when installed, and will be 
; the largest telescope in the Southern 
| Hemisphere. 
Professor W. P. Gerrish has al- 
| ready made a preliminary test of the 
jinstrument, and today Professor H. 
|H. Plaskett wi¥ arrive in Pittsburgh 
| to make the final tests of its 
|mechanism and efficiency in actual 
| observations before it is finally ac- 
;cepted. Then it will be taken down, 
| boxed and sent to South Africa. Pro- 
|fessor Harlow Shapley, director of 
the Harvard Observatory, may make 
;the long journey to Bloemfontein 
| himself to see that the instrume.t 
|is properly assembled. 

However, Dr. J. S. Paraskivo-

Is Third Largest in the World. 


There are only two larger tele- 
| scopes in the world, one at the Mount 
Wilson Observatory and one owned 
by the Dominion (of Canada) Ob- 
servatory. Conditions for astro- 
|nomical observation are much more 
favorable at Bloemfontein than at 
;either of these places. 

The telescope is the gift of the In- 
{ternational Education Board. It was 
| authorized three years ago. Harvard 
; will eventually have eight instru- 
;ments at the station, Professor 
Shapley explained yesterday. None, 
| however, will be as large as the one 
/now being tested. 

Bloemfontein, capital of the Orange 
Free State in South Africa, a town

| Will Reveal Remote Galaxies, 


| When the new telescope is in posi- 
|tion for use its main function, Dr. 
| Shapley explained yesterday, will be 
'a study of the two clouds of Magel- 
{lan, our nearest outside ‘‘universes.’’ 
|A study of these two systems, he 
| declared, will give a better under- 
| standing of our own galaxy. 
Then in addition, he said, the large 
| telescope will afford an opportunity 
j}to study remote galaxies and will 
|permit a chemical analysis of stars 
| by spectroscopic study. This use of 
|the stars as an ‘‘experimental labore- 
tory” will afford a knowledge of the 
| behavior of common elements, such 
|} as iron or calcium, in a gaseous state 
j}under tremendously high tempera- 
|tures, he pointed out. Such temper- 
atures cannot be attained in earthly

The Schubert Memorial, Inc., gave 
its only concert of the present sea- 
son last night in Carnegie Hall. The 
two young artists chosen to appear 
as soloists at this concert were 
Phyllis Kraeuter, ’cellist, and Ruth 
Posselt, violinist. Miss Kraueter 
played the Saint-Saéns ’cello con- 
certo. Miss Posselt played Gold- 
mark’s violin concerto. The orches- 
tra of eighty players from the Phil- 
harmonic-Symphony, conducted by 
Artur Bodanzky, 
overture ‘‘Figaro’’ and Wagner’s 
Prelude to ‘‘Die Meisteringer’’ as in- 
troduction and interlude to the solo 
performances.

Schmidlapp, financier and political 
leader in Cincinnati, and brother of 
Carl J. Schmidlapp, vice-president of 
the Chase National Bank, under 
which an estate of more than $2,000,- 
000 is to go equally to Cornell Uni- 
versity, the Sigma Chi Fraternity 
chapter at Cornell, and the Univer- 


sity of Cincinnati if his wife and | 


four children contest the will, it was 
learned yesterday. 

The suit has been filed by the 
Bankers Trust Company as trustee of 
a fund created by Jacob G. Schmid- 
lapp on Jan. 14, 1915, from which he 
had the income during his lifetime 
and which went to his sons, Carl J. 
and W. Horace Schmidlapp, upon 
his death. The action is brought 
against Mrs. Jean N. Schmidlapp, 
widow of Horace, of Cincinnati, who 
is a daughter of the late Lawrence 
Maxwell, prominent attorney of Cin- 
cinnati, and her four children, Law-

rence, Jacob, Carl, and W. Horace 
Schmidlapp Jr. 
The complaint said that W. Horace 


Schmidlapp died last Jan. 28 while 
on a Southern cruise, and that by 
his will, filed for probate in Cincin- 
nati, he attempts to dispose of half 
the trust fund left by his father, on 
the greaae that the trust deed pro- 
vided for the distribution of his 
share of the fund upon his death. 
His wili leaves $650,000 in cash to his 
wife and divides the residuary es- 
tate among the four sons. 

Rose Krier, formerly a saleswoman 
in a Cincinnati department store, to 
whom Mr. Schmidlapp was known 
to have been attentive for years, re- 
ceived $100,000 cash with the sug- 
gestion that she consult with the 
trust officer of the Central Trust 
Office of Cincinnati as to investing 
it, or with John H. Druffel and 
Graham P. Hunt, who had been per- 
sonal attorneys for Mr. Schmidlapp. 
A trust fund of $250,000 was also 
left for Miss Krier, from which she 
is to have the income until she dies 
or marries, after which the fund is 
to become part of the estate. She 
also received the contents of the 
Schmidlapp apartment at 983 Park 
Avenue, except the furnishings in 
Mr. Schmidlapp’s laboratory there, 
which were left to his secretary, Wil- 
jliaam J. F. Roll, together with $50,- 
| 000 in cash and the testator’s stock 
jin a moving picture company. 

In addition to a share of the resi- 
due to each son, Mr. Schmidlapp 
provided that $15,000 was to go to 
each if he had completed the re- 
quired credits leading to a degree 
from Cornell before reaching the 
age of 25 years.

Helium Can Be Obtained Here 
—New Ship Must Be Larger.

FRIEDRICHSHAFEN, Germany, 
Dec. 4.—Zeppelin passengers will in 
the future be permitted to indulge in 
smoking, providin the Zeppelin 
Company can obtain the necessary 
quantities of helium gas from the 
United States, where negotiations are 
now being carried on. 

In view of the fact that helium has 
less lifting pg! than hydrogen, the 
new Zeppelin will be built slightly 
larger than originally planned. In 
order not to loose any considerable 
quantity of the expensive helium, 
double compartments will be con- 
structed, of which the lower will 
contain helium and the smaller com- 
partments arranged above will be 
filled with hydrogen, which can be 
blown off when the airship mounts 
or lands. 

The fuel gas will be kept in com- 

artments below those with the 

elium, and between the latter will 
be constructed the passengers’ gon- 
dolas and smoking room.

EINIE MUELLER, who makes periodic appear- 
ances with the Boston Braves, was protesting a 
called strike in his best form at the Polo Grounds 

one day when Umpire Ernie Quigley raised an ad- 
monishing hand and said sharply: 

“Moderate those languages, young man!” 

Mr. Quigley was referring to Heinie’s quaint habit 
of protesting in two languages at once, German and 
English, the result being slightly bewildering. Jacques 
Fournier, who toured the National and American 
Leagues for many years, would confuse the situation 
occasionally by disputing decisions in not too classic 
French. Moe Berg, Princeton graduate, Sorbonne post- 
graduate, a New York lawyer in the Winter and a 
snappy catcher for the White Sox in the Summer, is 
the prize linguist of the diamond, however. He speaks 
half a dozen languages and most of them, including 
English, correctly, which is an added mark of dis- 
tinction. 

But, as a whole, ball players are not accomplished 
linguists, It may be a mistake to bring this up, but, 
probably, wrestlers, as a class, eclipse all other pro- 
fessional athletes in linguistic accomplishments, There 
are good reasons for this too numerous to mention, 
For the most part they are well-traveled Europeans, 
and for anuther thing, they have had much to explain 
in any number of countries. 


Education on Wheels. 


For a fair working knowledge of modern languages, 
however, a young man couldn’t do better than to take 
up six-day bike riding. This trade takes its followers 
to Chicago, New York, Paris, Berlin, Brussels and 
to practically every town of any size at all in Italy. 
Languages are picked up as the riders pedal along. 
It’s a soft snap as a language course. Or as the 
French put it: ‘‘Cela marche comme sur des roulettes.”’ 

The Carnegie Foundation didn’t go into this, but it 
is offered as a tip to Modern Language Departments 
in any progressive universities. Football doesn’t aid 
the task of the Romance Languages instructor. Only 
English, and not much of that by the players, is al- 
lowed on the gridiron. Indeed, on some teams, only 
the quarterback is allowed to say a word. Of late 
years a knowledge of French has been picked up in 
tennis during national championship tournaments and 
Davis Cup play, but golf is an all-English sport, and 
the only foreign language into which baseball has been 
successfully translated 1s the Japanese. 

Just how a six-day bike career could be worked into 
a college course dceesn’t appear at the moment, but 
in view of the educational progress that can be made 
on wheels some progressive pedagogue may find a 
solution.. If the students can’t take to bike riding, 
perhaps the bike riders could be induced to take up 
language teaching between races. Franco Georgetti, 
for instance, is well qualified to appear at Yale and 
give lectures in Italian, French, German and good 
broken English. Perhaps other riders are even more 
accomplisned. The subject is worth investigating. 


A Vicious Color Scheme. 


Any one who has ever attended a six-day race must 
have remarked the brilliant color scheme of the jer- 
seys worn by the riders. There are reds, yellows, 
blacks, whites, greens, violets and oranges mixed, 
mingled and contrasted in various wild ways. They 
dazzle the eyes. They numb the brain. 


This brings up a vicious color scheme once perpe- 
trated by John Chapman, the bike-rac? promoter. It 
seems that Mr. Chapman promotes these races by 
walking around the building in which the races are 
going on, smoking expensive cigars and saying prac- 
tically nothing at all. The heavy work is done by his

assistant, Harry Mendel, who rushes hither and yon 
from start to finish. 

One season Mr, Chapman promoted a six-day race 
in this city, another in Boston, another in Chicago 
and still another one back in this city again. At the 
end of that time he was still smoking expensive cigars 
in his usual placid manner, but his assistant, Mr. 
Mendel was a wreck. 

‘‘Never mind,’’ said Mr. Chapman, ‘‘As soon as this 
is over you come down to my plantation in Georgia 
and forget all about it. There isn’t a bicycle on the 
place. it will be a complete rest.’’ 

Dizzy from looking at whirling jerseys of all colors 
for weeks on end, Mr. Mendel hoped he could survive 
until he reached the promised haven of repose in 
Georgia. It seems, however, that Mr. Chapman is 
frugal in some ways, and, though he provides the 
riders with new jerseys of dazzling hues for each 
race, he collects the old jerseys and gives them to his 
farm hands on his Georgia plantation. 

The bike race season ended. Mr. Chapman and the 
weary Mr. Mendel went to the Georgia plantation. 
They arrived at night. Mr, Mendel fell into a deep 
restful sleep. Early the next morning’ the sun shone 
in through the open window. Birds were singing. 
Cheery shouts of tillers of the soil were heard from 
near-by fields. Mr. Mendel lifted himself on his elbow 
to peer out and revel in the rustic scene. Sweaters! 
Red, yellow, orange, green, blue, indigo and violet, 
walking about the yard. following the plow, feeding 
the chickens, hauling hay, up on the roof of the barn 
—all over the place. Mr. Mendel iell back in a dead 
faint. A few hours later, still trembling with fright, 
he fled to Ficrida. 


It Depends on the Game. 


“Sir: Why not take a jab some day at the old-fash- 
ioned notion that a team always plays better on 
home grounds and in surroundings with which the 
men are all familiar? Teams like Notre Dame, Dart- 
mouth and the Army are such wanderers that they 
almost seem to have no home grounds. They are 
away from home most of the time, and yet they al- 
ways manage to put up a good game, What's the an- 
a. Powe.” 

The first answer is that Notre Dame, Dartmouth 
and Army have home grounds and play there fairly 
often. It happened this year that Notre Dame was 
building a stadium and couldn’t entertain at home, 
but next season will be different. But Dartmouth 
played four games at Hanover this year, and Army 
played six at the Point. Also the Notre Dame-Army 
game was a ‘‘home game”’ for Army after a fashion, 
being played at the Yankee Stadium because of the 
inadequate seatin:y capavity of the grand stand at 
the ‘Point. 

However, these teams do travel more than the av- 
erage eleven for various good reasons, and, as the 
correspondent says, they play very well on foreign 
fields. In football it doesn’t seem to matter much, 
but in baseball almost all authorities agree that the 
home team usually enjoys a slight advantage. 

In Scotland there arose the golf dictum: ‘‘Home 
heath is worth two strokes,’ and yet it’s hard to 
recall any professional cr amateur winning a cham- 
pionship over his home course with the exception of 
Dave Herron, who captured the amateur title at Oak- 
mont in 1919. 

On the general proposition, it isn’t the strange play- 
ing field that affects a visiting team as much as the 
rigors of traveling. In football perhaps added deter- 
mination to do well before a strange crowd more than 
offsets any slight decrease in physical efficiency. 
Football is a game in which determination counts 
heavily.

ident of the Boston & Maine. 

Mr. Perkins said his understanding 
was that the Pennsylvania, or its 
allied company, the Pennroad Cor- 
poration, had acquired between 10 
and 15 per cent of the voting stock 
of the Boston & Maine. He said it 
had been common talk for some 
time that the Pennsylvenia had been 
engaged in such an effort. 

‘“‘My information,’’ said Mr. Per- 
kins, ‘“‘is that the Pennsylvania has: 
bought preferred stock of the Boston 
& Maine to an amount which I un- 
derstand is somewhere between 10 
and 15 per cent.”’ 

Mr. Perkins was asked whether he 
thought the Pennsylvania would seek 
to increase its holdings to obtain 
complete voting control. He replied: 

‘“‘No, I don’t believe the Pennsyl- 
vania would even try to obtain con- 
trol, inasmuch as the New York, 
New Haven & Hartford Railroad a'- 
ready holds somewhere around 30 
per cent of the voting stock in the 
Boston & Maine and this would of- 
fer’ too much of a hindrance to the 
Pennsylvania in obtaining a greater | 
margin of control.”’

| Severe Cold Does Little Damage to 
Winter Grain Crops. 


The weekly weather report has 
jbeen issued by the government as 
follows: 


The early part of the week was fairly 
favorable for gathering the remaining cot- 
ton crop in the northern belt, while the 
absence of materia! rain made better con- 
ditions for scrapping in Texas. 


Latter pert of the week was cold and 
disagreeable, with considerable rain in the 
East and picking of cotton largely at a 
standstill. 


Extremely cold weather prevailed most 
of the week over the Corn Belt and much 
of the area had considerable snow. 

Under these conditions, outside opera- 
tions were nearly ct a _ standstill, and 
very littie corn was housed. Considerable 
corn remains in the fields in many parts 
of the belt. 


Except for a few local 
wheat was generally well protected by a 
snow cover during the severe weather of 
the past week. There were scattered re- 
ports of ice covering the grain, princi- 
pally in Maryland and Wyoming, but no 
harm was indicated. Growth of Winter 
cereals was slow in the South, but they 
are generally in satisfactory condition ex- 
cept in the interior of the Pacific North- 
west, where the continued dry weather has 
been decidedly unfavorable, with much 
Spring seeding necessary. 

Week ended Dec. 2 was warm in the 
grain sections of Argentina, the mean 
temperature being 75 degrees or five de- 
grees above normal in the north, and 72 
degrees or four degrees above in the south. 
Rainfall was 0.7 inch or 0.3 subnormal in 
the north, and 0.9 inch or 0.3 above nor- 
mal in the south. Light to moderate rain 
fell in Victoria and Southern New South 
Wales. Harvest will probably be light in 
South Australia and in Victoria. Else- 
wherein Australia prospects are favorable.

“Another factor which has created 
a healthier condition 
ment house field is the fact that a 
great many of the houses are now in 
the hands of stronger owners than 
heretofore.

‘A recent survey of apartment 
houses in the city of New Rochelle 
reveals that out of 2,219 apartments 
there are 422 vacancies.

Last Spring our survey showed 
only 70 per cent rented. The sur- 
vey includes all new buildings un- 
der construction at the present time, 
hut does not include any building 


which has less than nine apartments. |

OCEAN STORMS DELAY 
REPAIRING OF CABLES 


Only One of Ten Lines Which 
Broke in Earthquake Nov. 18 
Is Restored to Service. 


Repair work on the transatlantic 
cables snapped by the earthquake 
which shook the ocean floor along 
the coast from New York to New- 
foundland on Nov. 18 is progressing 
very slowly on account of rough 
seas, executive offices of the operat- 
ing companies disclosed here yester- 
day. Only one line of communica- 
tion—that of the French Telegraph | 
Cable Company between Cape Cod | 
and Brest—has been restored to ser- 
vice out of the ten that broke. 
Eleven lines were unaffected by the 


quake. 

Officials of the Western Union 
Telegraph Company said yesterday 
that the cable ships sent out to mend 
the three cables that parted of their 
total of ten, had so far not only 
been unable to grapple for loose 
ends, but because of the North At- 
lantic gales, had been forced to lay 
to. The Commercial Cable Company 
reported similar difficulties with its | 
three broken lines. 

Although executives of the com- 
panies said they were able to handle | 
the bulk of their business without | 
delay, the Radio Corporation of | 
America reported yesterday that its | 
flow of wireless messages to the} 
other side of the Atlantic was 50 per | 
cent above normal. | 

None of the companies was able | 
yesterday to estimate the expense | 
the earthquake has entailed, but it| 
was learned that each repair ship | 
has a. daily maintenance cost of 
more than $2,000.
